whereby a summer school will be 
held at Paris for five weeks, be- 
grinnlng: yesterday, to be conducted 
under the auspices of the University 
of Kentucky. Professor Welling- 
toii Patrick, director of university 
extension, was authorized to carry 
into execution the plans for the 
work. 

The iMcbMB of BoiirbOB oouty, 

to tte oowitsr. are fv % \ m% av- 
erage tn edneattonal atlataaHnt, and 

very few of them have done their 
part of their college work. For this 
reason it has been planned to deviate 
from the regular summer school pro- 
j^ici and the college work flir Che 
tefLchers of that county. 

The following persons will consti- 
tute the faculty: Superintendent 
J. W. Lancaster, of Bourbon county 
hif^ Mhool. is to be principal of the 
iMttl and will direct the work. 

Mary Frances Jewell, of the 
aC ■uliah at the Ualvar- 
sity of KentMkF. wtU sl^ Mnes 
in Snglish; Piufini J. C Ivmm, of 
the University, will give iwir Mi in 
history and government; Mta Nan- 
nif; G. Clark, of Millersburg, will 
conduct courses in primary work and 
MlBS Edith Stivers, of the Paris High 
School, will conduct some work in 
.science and physiology. About half 
of the work will be of high school 
CraAt and the rest will be college 
wmk. Superintendent Lee Kirk- 
potrick. oC tka Paris city school, was

The Bourbon County Public School 
commencement will be held in the 
Paris City School Auditorium on 
Wednesday, June 8, at 10:00 a. m. 
At this time one hundred and thirty- 
seven Bourbon County boys and girls 
will receive diplomas. Hon. George 
C. Colvin, of Frankfort, will deliver 
the address. Prof. J.. WUbiVr L#au- 
caster, of IfUIisslNarv, will deliver 
tbe «»lomaa. Kidd's Orehsstrtl. of 
l«zlas(oii, will famish the autiUe. 
At this commencement the County 
Board of Education and the City 
Board of Education, the members 
of the Bourbon county summer 
schools, the Bourbon county teachers 
and the parents of the graduates 
will occupy seats especially reserved 
for them. This is by far the largest 
number of public school graduates 
ever graduated at one time from the 
Bourbon county schools, and perhaps 
the largest ever graduated at one 
time from the public schools of any 
county in the State. We are especi- 
ally proad of this achievement, and 
wa fasl SWTS Bourbon ' county is 
proud of It. Be suire to attend this 
commencement.

The Bourbon county Summer 
School opened yesterday in the City 
School building at Paris. A five- 
weeks' summer session for children 
of the first eight grades began. This 
school is open to any child in Paris 
or Bourbon county who properly be- 
longs to the first eight grades. The 
school will be in session one hour, a 
a day, from ten to eleven, and will 
be used as a practice teaching school 
for the summer training school. The 
school is under the direction of the 
Bute UnlTsrsity. Parente will please 
call at the Pubftc City School office 
and make arrangements If they want 
their eUldriB^ attend this sssston. 
No tumoB win he charged, sal n 
will be a spteadid ovportunily for 
children who are weak in some sub- 
jects to make it up. 

At a meeting of the County Board 
of Education held yesterday Prof. J. 
Moler McVey, former attorney of 
Paris, and one of the foremost educa 
tors of the State, was elected to fill 
the position of Superintendent of the 
Bourbon Cunty Schools. Prof. McVey 
is a native of Bourbon county, a 
graduate of Traasylvania College and 
took post-grsduate work at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He was until 
recently principal of the public 
schools in Dayton, Ky., and has for 
the past fifteen years been engaged 
in advanced educational work. Prof. 
McVey married Miss Terrill, daugh- 
ter of Robert M. Terrill, of near Cli i- 
tcnvilie. He is a man of the highest 
character and eminently qualified in 
every way for the position to which 
he has been elected. 

Miss Cornell, of State University 
of Kentucky, spent Saturday here 
inspecting the laboratories arid ar- 
ranging with the school the courses 
for next year. Miss Cornell is the 
head of the department of Home 
Economics offered in the South. Miss 
Catherine Christian, who has assisted 
in t:io department in State Universi- 
ty, has been selected to teach this 
work in Paris next year. 

During the year that has iust 
closed the Commercial Department of 
the Paris High School has tried to 
serve thei)ublic in a larger way than 
in previous years. This year we 
offered work to students who were 
not in school and who were not of 
school age. Fifteen young men and 
women of this city and county took 
advantage of this work this year and 
we are glad to have them. We are 
glad to make what contribution we 
could to the adult populatiOB of th9 
city and county. 

SuperintenMUt Lee Kirkpatrick 
requesls parents whose children 
fhUed in one or two subjects during 
the past term pf school to urge their 
children to study on those subjects 
during the summer months, and try 
to make the necessary grade at the 
beginning of school in September. 
The custom of cross grading is very 
annoying to teachers and pupils as 
well, and should be avoided where 
possible. With a few hours tf 
study each week the work can be 
accomplished. 

Commencement exercises of the 
Western Hi^h School,, colored, were 
held, beginning with the baccalau- 
reate sermon Sunday morning. Yes- 
terday was Patrons' Day. The com- 
mencement txereises proper will be 
held •Friday at the Grand Opera 
House. The address will be deliver- 
ed by Col. Roscoe Simmons, the noted 
colored orator, of Chicago. 

The ninety-eighth annual com- 
mencement of Centre College will be 
held in Danville Wednesday morn- 
ing, in the College Chapel. Twenty 
undergraduates will receive the de- 
grees that make them alumni, and 
three honorary degrees will be con- 
ferred. The degree of Bachelor of 
Arts will be conferred on Edwin 
Kerr Thomas, son of Hon. Claude M. 
Thomas, of Paris. Dr. W. A. Gan- 
fleld, president of the College, will 
preside ovwr the . ceremonies.

The Conunercial 
Club inaugurated the playgrounds 
movement, for which I believe we do 
not deserve censure, but playgrounds 
development, tennis courts, and such 
are being developed thioui^ the 
Oonununlty Senrlee orgnhlmtkMi of 
FsriiW which Is a siparsts orpuyaa- 
tloB aad iBitjsadsnt of tte Paris 
Commercial Cflnh. ^ 

"The Paris Goounerelal OMh is 
deeply interested in the matter of 
securing new business enterprised. 
We have worked consistently to de- 
velop Paris industrially, and if there 
are not yet any new smokestacks, it 
is not because we have not tried. I 
would be glad to go over with any- 
one, who is enough interested, what 
we have done in this line, and dis- 
cuss with him the present industrial 
situation, which is not very fsYOnhle 
anywhere in the country at f issil. 
I have eeaununieated with numerous 
conceM» aad have had ssvenl fac- 
tory sipBMsatsitlvis 
are aopefiol that wa 
desirable Industrial additions to 
Paris. We hdTe tsken uy a number 
9i transportation projects, the most 
recent of which is our effort to get 
the favorable schedule of freight 
rates on coal for Central Kentucky 
cities sustained. We have been con- 
cerned with many retail problems, 
and for the promotion of retail busi- 
ness have conducted a window con- 
test, a trade-at-home campaign, a 
style show, and are now promoting a 
booster trip over the county, and 
outlining plans for a school of sale.s- 
manship and advertising, to be con- 
ducted for the benefit of merchants 
and clerks. : - . 

"I regret that 1 can not ha^e sev- 
e ral c ohu— s of TW BOF^BQN 
NEWS to ontUne tha tlihMs we are 
trying to accomplish for the good of 
Paris. Such an organisation as ours, 
regardless of how broad its aims, or 
how effectively it operates, is the 
subject of a certain amount of ad- 
verse criticism in any town. My 
only appeal to these critics is to 
bring their criticisms direct to my 
office. If they can offer anything 
constructive I will personally back 
them up, heart and soul, in accom- 
plishing what they want to accom- 
plish. I just want to say, in con- 
clusion, the people of Paris have put 
barely $3,000 into the Paris Commer- 
cial Club, less than to any other 
pubUc organisationa, and less than to 
prohahlx, any of the dosen drives 
which ^ took -money out of their 
town. Thess esnsss were all worthy, 
but probably no mote so than the 
effort to make their own home town 
a better place to live in. With an 
inadequate revenue, precluding the 
accomplishment of many things 
which reqiare financial assistance, I 
believe the Paris Commercial Club 
is not doing so 'worse;' in fact I 
think it is jnst as live an organiza- 
tion as you will find in any city of 
the else In Kantu^."

have It. The annual sales of tobacco 
products, based on retail prices, is es- 
timated at |l«967,000i000. Of tho cost 
of p ro d ftd ftg and ooUlnr this quantity 
of dgan^ dpunotteo and other forms 
of tho weed, oome hundreds of mtlllon 
dollars are paid out for other things 
than the raw tobacco and lab<»' of 

$25,000,000 a Year for Boxes 

For example, the tobacco trade con- 
sumes each year 45.000,000 pounds of 
Ucorice, 50.000,000 pounds of sugar, 
both vsctf in flayorlng tobacco, and 
6.')0,000 tons of coal. It is estimated 
tliat the value of wooden cigar boxes 
used is 125,000,000 a year, quite an 
item to the lumber busineos and to 
manufkicturm of the boxes. 

In makinc theoo boxes S60,000 
pounds of nails are employed. Other 
large items used in making and pre- 
paring tobacco for sale are tin and 
load foil, paper for bags and cigarette 
wmppora, doth for tobacco bags, la- 
bels, coup o n o , otc^ tafoMnff tho print- 
ing trade extensively. 

Then buildiril: contractors and manu- 
facturers of machinery are largely in- 
terested. Investments in plants and 
madtinory oaployed in manufacture 
ing tobacco are osthnatod at $102,000^ 
000. Replacement, op-koep aaA Inters 
est on the inveotBOftt Wdoo ftO omall 
sum annually. 

And let realty men note there are 
spprazimately 325,000 tobacco farms 
in the coantry, with o total ootUnated 
rsluation of flBOjOOO.OOO. Of forfhor in- 
terest to real estate men is the fact 
that ihere are 700,000 retail estahli><li- 
inents selling tobacco, involving a total 
rental and up-keep iBpoosible to esti- 
mate, besides the larfo amount of of- 
fice space occupied by administrative 
branches of the -general business. 

The insurance men, too, have their 
share of 0ie plddngs. The tobacco 
busineos poyo out annually $7,000,000 
in iMomhuno In the United States. 

And there are the railroads who reap 
revenue from 2,210.000 tons of tobacco 
products every year. 

As for the advertising business, 
here ogain it is tm p o o rtblo ^ form 
any estimoto oC tho oftonnoos annual 
outlay. 

The prohibition of tobacco would also 
knock a good-sized hole In the receipts 
of the United States government 
The internal rerenno rocrtpta from 
toimcco for the fiscal year 1920 amount- 
ed to $295,809,3">.'>.44. Customs duties 
proviMed an additional $2,5.000,000 in 
round figures, making the total revenue 
return to the government 1320.000,000. 
iimuenos on rvpuntr wrnimsnx 

It is this interlocking of the tobacco 
business with so many other interests 
and the vast amount of financial loss 
that would be involved in the abolition 
of ttboeco that is one of the most se- 
rious Mpocts of the proposal to pro- 
hibit the sale of tobacco, a proposal, 
however, which has little . support by 
public sentiment if the newspaper edi- 
tors of the country are correct in their 
estimate of that sentiment. 

In a poll of Ihe editors made roeently 
by the Tobacco Merchants' Association 
of the United States, through the Press 
Service Company of New York City, 
95 per cent of the 7,847 editors who 
replied expressed, tho opinion thot tho 
peo^ of their commimltloo won op- 
posed to any law againot tobaeeo. As 
these editors represent some 80,000,000 
readers the results form a pretty gen- 
eral test of national opinion. 

In their remarks accompanying their 
replies SMuqr of the editors . expressed 
it as their oplalon that the oppooition 
of their communities to the abolition 
of tobacco was based to some extent at 
least on the damage such a change 
would do to the business Interests of 
the community. This was particularly 
true in tho tobacco growing states and 
centers whoro t|m ««m Uu|o tobacco 
plants. 

But when the extent of the business 
Involved in the allied Interests of the 
tobacco trade is considered, as above 
briefly UOtllftOd It is clear, that there 
Is hardly a ooctiea of the country that 
would not bo oflsetod directly or in- 
directly by
